Attorney States He Plans To 
Ask For Review By 
District Court 


The board of selectmen this 
week remained steadfast in their 
earlier decision to remove William 
R. Shaw from the police force, 
nothing having come forth at the 
hearing on Monday to refute the 
reasons for which they removed 
him. Five charges were made by 
the Chief of Police on Monday 
afternoon, with the selectmen find- 
ing the former officer guilty on 
three, not guilty on the fourth and 
partly guilty on the fifth.

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Death Of Mrs. H. Winthrop Peirce Recalls 
Charming Chapter Of Andover Life 


With the death of Mrs. H. 
throp Peirce, at West Newbury, on 
July 14, at seventy-six, Andover 
sees the last of a couple, who in 
their time did more for the town 
than its present-day citizens under- 
stand. 

Winthrop Peirce was an artist 
by profession, painter of portraits 
and landscapes, illustrator of books, 
designer of pageants and the like, 
lecturer and writer in the general 
field of art and its history. Ethel 
Davis, born in Cambridge, daugh- 
ter of a banker, was a student at 
the Art School of the Boston Mu- 
seum and at Radcliffe College in 
the early days of both, herself a 
writer, and a member from her 
youth up of a brilliant literary and 
artistic circle in late nineteenth- 
century Boston. The two, married 
in 1900, after a scant half-dozen 
years in Billerica, adopted Andover, 
and built the one-story house at 
36 Morton street. There they re- 
mained until 1918, when their two 
children being grown up, they re- 
moved to Cambridge, returning to 
Andover for a few years on Avon 
street, and then settling finally in 
West Newbury and Boston. 

One of the first things the 
Peirces did on coming to Andover 
was to set themselves deliberately 
to closing the rifts that in those 
days separated “Hill, Mill, and 
Till,” and made strangers of per- 
sons who should have been inti- 
mate. They tried also, really as 
part of the same project, to repro- 
duce in Andover something of the 
social atmosphere that one of them 
had known in Paris and both had 
known in the Back Bay. The re- 
sult was that, in a short while, 
several scores of people, young 
and old, from all parts of the town, 
who had gifts of any sort from 
music to good looks, or who 
hadn’t and liked good company, 
along with not a few who were 
just plain lonely, found themselves, 
at any reasonable hour of day or 
night, in the big living-room at 36 
Morton street or in the studio over 
it or the dining-room below, or in 
the logia overlooking what is now 
the playstead, amidst perfect sur:

they seldom got elsewhere, Ethel 
| Peirce, for more than .a decade,

with others, created the Barn- 
stormers of blessed memory, fore- 
bear to all that host of dramatic 
organizations that have flourished 
and died hereabouts up to the 
present day.

She was President of the 
Director of several 
plays, property man for more, and 
pretty much everything else by

nobody else at the moment seemed 
up to being. Much of the early re- 
hearsing was done in her living: 
room—she must have spent hours 
cleaning up afterwards. Most re- 
hearsals brought together a dozen 
or two active or associate mem- 
bers of the company and their 
friends, nominally to watch the de- 
velopment of the play, actually to 
see one another “Sir Winthrop” 
and “Lady Ethel,” 

As for the drama, that really was 
not the main thing. The players did 
not take themselves too seriously.

Are you a petition-signer? Have 
you ever signed a petition asking 
town officials to do a certain thing 
that you really didn’t believe 
should be done? And why did you 
sign it? Just because it was the 
easiest thing to do? Just because 
you didn’t want to offend the per- 
son who asked you to sign it? 

There are an awful lot 
petition-signers, some who 
them without even knowing 
they’re about, others who know 
what they’re about but sign them 
even without believing in them. A 
classic example occurred in a lit- 
tle town in New Jersey where 
enough citizens signed a petition 
for nomination for a certain man 
to be mayor—without knowing that 
that man was the same one then 
in jail for having taken a shot at 
President Roosevelt and having 
killed Chicago’s mayor. Closer in

time and place is the story of a 
recent petition here in Andover. 
The selectmen report that numer- 


ous persons came to them and said 
that they had signed the petition 
without believing in it just because 
it was the easiest way out. More 
numerous are the ones who did the 
same thing without disowning their 
signatures before the board. 

Here in America we have a good 
deal of freedom, part of which en- 
compasses the right to petition of- 
ficials from the President down. 
Elsewhere that freedom is not so 
liberally passed out. Here in Am- 
erica too we abuse that freedom 
by careless, irresponsible  treat- 
ment. It’s a grand thing to be able 
to tell officials what we really 
think by sending in a petition to 
them, but it’s pretty bad when we 
use that privilege to say we want 
something that we don’t want. Just 
how much importance are officials 
expected to attach to petitions 


when they know that some of the! 


signers, how many of them they 
can’t tell, do not really believe 
what they are signing.
